20 feet and crashed in flames. 

Fonck and Lieut. L. W. Curtin, 
alternate pilot, an American, res 
leased thems¢lives a eecond before 
the crash and were thrown clear, 
but two members of the crew were 
caught and died under the wreck- 
age when the gasoline tanks ex- 
ploded. They were Charles Cla- 
vir, Frnch radio oprator, for whom 
a widow and thre children wait in 
vain in Paris, and Jacob Islamoff, 
Russ‘an mechanic, whose chief in- 
terest in the flight was the oppor- 
tunity it afforded to visit his aged 
parents Constantinople. 

Spare Landing Gear Crumpled. 

The direct cause of the crash 
was the collapse of a spare land- 
ing gear, which was to have been 
dropped after the plane was in 
flight. One of the wheels is be- 
l'eved to have crumpled, and made 
the plane unmanageable. 

An attempt was made to take 
off last Thursday, but the flight 
was postponed because of a gaso- 
line leakage discovered at thy 
last minute. Afterward Parisian 
friends of Fonck urged him to 
make the flight for the honor fo 
France, cven at the risk of death. 

Curtin said: “The plane was 
driven full power, accelerated 
slowly, reaching a ground speed of 
65 miles an hour. -Three-quarters 
of the length of the runway it 
seemed that the outboard auxiliary 
wheel collapsed, carrying away the 
left lower rudder.

White was born of Yankee ‘ar- 
ents at Southampton, Long Island. 
May 3, 1855. With his parents he 
moved 1866 to a farm south of 
Mexico. After attending the public 
schools he went to Westm'nster 
College at Fulton, Mo. where he 
Was gradyated with the class of 
"76. 

As first baseman of the college 
baseball®nine, he attracted major 
league notice, but declined an of- 
fer from the old St. Louis Browns. 
who wanted him to sign a profes- 
sional contract with them. Hav- 
ing refused to seek a baseball ca- 
reer, he bought the Ledger, then a 
weekly. In 1886 he established the 
Daily Ledger and has published 
both editions since that date. 

Under his management. the 
Ledger grew until it became a com- 
munity asset. as well as a profit- 
able investment. Circulation anda 
advertising grew apace. The pa- 
per's strength is evidenced bv the 
fact that a rival newspaper has had | 
20-odd managements during the | 
past half-century. 

Many “Outside” Activities. 

In 1889 Col. White, having over- | 
worked himself, was ordered to go 
abroad by his physician. With | 
thoroughly characteristic energy. 
he won some international repute 
when he traveled 26.9090 miles in 
four months, sightseeing as he 
went. He.made a whirlwind five. 
day tour of France. including Paris. 
with a single shirt for extra bag- | 
gage. 

Besides being editor and proprt- |

PEACHES FOR WINTER
